Chapter 761 of the Public Laws of .Rhode Island, aa 
follows: 


CHAPTER 761. 


An ACT iu amendment of Chapter 134, of the Gener- 


al Statutes, "Of Certain Fisheries." 


(Passed March 20, 1879.) 


It Is enacted by the General Assembly an follows: 


SECTION 1, There ahull be, between the first day 


of May aud first day of August, in each year, a week- 
ly closetlmo, extending from Saturday moruing at 
annnse to Monday morning at Biinriau, during which 
tlmi no fieh of any description ehall bo taken by 
weirs, traps or similar contrivances, from the water* 
covered by a line drawn from Seaconuet Point In a 
vreaterly coarea to the Narragausett lower pier, ana 
Including alt the waters above eaid Hue. If there be 
any weir, trap, or other stationary contrivance, used 
for the purpose of calculus or obstructing tba passage 
of QBU in that part thereof, where, the flsh ere usually 
takeu, the netting at the mouth of the EBIUO shall be 
floated to the surface of the water so na to effectually 
close the month thereof during the weekly olosetime; 
BO that during said time the lieu may liavo a free, un- 
obstructed passage, and no device Bhall be placed in 
any part of said limits which Bhall tend to hinder 
such fish from running np the waters of such river. 
Iu case the enclosure where the fieh are taken is fur- 
iliahed with a board floor, an opening three feet wide 
shall be made, extending from the iloor lo the lop of 
the weir, trap or other contrivances; piovlded, how- 
ever, that nothing herein shall be BO construed as 
to apply to the ahad and herring fisheries Iu the tribu- 
taries of Narragansett Bar. 


Km 2, The Commissioners of Inland Fisheries 


shall have a general supervision of all matters relat-

SEC. 12. Every owner or keeper of a dog of what 


age soever, may, in the mouth of May lu any year, 
have such dog licensed as aforesaid, upon paying to 
such clerk two dollars and fifteen cents for a male 
dog, and six dollars aiicl fifteen cents for a female 
dog. 


SEO. 13. Every person whoshallbecometheowner 


or possessor of a dog, of what sgc soever, after i&e 
lant day of May In each year, and prior to tho flrat 
day of April following, Bhsll cause tho same to be 
registered, numbered, collared, and licensed, within 
thirty daja after he becomessuchownerorpoBBeBSor, 
upon the payment of one dollar and fifteen cents for 
a male dog, and five dollars and fifteen cents for a 
female dog.
